Bricklayers, Hodcarriers

The Granite City Steel Co, will 
have to cut its regular production 
schedule 50 per cent tomorrow be- 
cause of refusal of brickiayers and 
hodearriers to cross picket lines 
established by 135 striking ma- 
chinists last April 21, a compan 
official said today. ready 35! 
of 2000 steel workers have been 
laid off 


off. 

Bricklayers and hodcarriers are 
essential to the maintenance of 
open-hearth furnaces, the com- 
pany said. So far the company 
has had enough steel ingots to 
continue normal processing into 
Flat-rolled steel, but it now re- 
quires use of the open hearths. 

There are about 28 bricklayers 
and hodcarriers refusing to cross 
the lines. Other employes, mem- 
bers of AFL and CIO unions, have 
ignored the pickets. The machin- 
ists belong to the International 
Association of Machinists, an in- 
dependent organization.

MOVE u ALLOW 
EMPLOYER TO ASK 
FOR INJUNCTION 


Proposal by Ball Was De- 
signed as Method of 
Combating Jurisdic- 
tional Strike, Secon- 
dary Boycott. 


WASHINGTON, May 9 (AP)— 
The Senate rejected today a pro- 


posal by Senator Ball (Rep.), 
Minnesota, to permit individual 
employers to seek injunctions 
against jurisdictional strikes and 
secondary boycotts. The vote was 
62 to 28. 

Defeat of the Ball amendment 
to pending labor legislation opened 
the way for action on a substitute 
proposal by Senator Taft (Rep.), 
Ohio. 

Taft proposes that employers 
be authorized to sue for damages 
in such cases, but would not per- 
mit injunctions to be sought by 
private individuals. 

In debate leading up to the test 
vote, Ball said jurisdictional 
strikes and secondary boycotts 
were forms of “racketeering” 
which he said best could be curbed 
by injunctions. 

Ives Opposes Amendment. 

Senator Ives (Rep.), New York 
argued that Ball’s proposal “opens 
the door“ toward repeal of the 
Norris-LaGuardia act. That law, 
enacted in 1932, prohibits courts 
from stepping into labor disputes 
with orders as to what a union 
must do or refrain from doing. 

The so-called jurisdictional 
strike is one caused by a quarrel 
between two unions and not be- 
tween a union and employer. Most 
often it develops from a dispute 
over which craft has the right to 
do certain work. 

A secondary boycott is a re- 
fusal by a union to handle prod- 
ucts of some firm with which 
the union has no direct quarrel. 

Ball hit hard at secondary boy- 
cotts, calling them “one of the 
most vicious abuses of economic 
power which a union engages in.” 

He declared that under such 
boycotts unions “virtually dictate 
the terms on which employers do 
business.“ 

The Senate is in its eleventh 
day of debate on labor legislation. 

Taft, chairman of the G.O.P. 
policy committee, favored Ball's 
proposal until a few days ago, 
when a poll of Republican Sena- 
tors showed considerable opposi- 
tion to it.

Ambassador Mac Veagh Also Said to Be Pro- 
posing Amnesty for Leftists, Under 
U. N. Supervision.

ATHENS, May 9 (UP)—United 
States Ambassador Lincoln Mac- 
Veagh is negotiating with Greek 
political leaders for formation of 
a broadly based Greek government 
to work closely with American 
advisers in expenditure of the 
proposed American loan, it was 
learned today, 

The American aim is to bring 
about establishment of a coalition 
representing all parties in Parlia- 
ment under a “neutral” demo- 
cratic prime minister. 

Another American goal is a fair 
and supervised amnesty to draw 
the Greek guerrillas from the hills 
and end the civil strife. 

The present Greek government 
headed by Prime Minister Demet- 
rios Maximos, a member of the 


royalist Populist party, is a coall- 
tion of seven of the eight parties 
in Parliament. It does not include 
the Liberal party led by Themis- 
tocles Sophoulis, second strongest 
group in Parliament, which favors 
compromising with leftist ele- 
ments. 

Since his recent return from 
Washington, MacVeagh has been 
conferring with leaders of all po- 
litical parties except the Com- 
munist-dominated E.A.M, coalition. 
The E. A. M. boycotted the last 
Greek election and consequently is 
without representation in Parlia- 
ment. Officials of the embassy’s 
political advisory staff have par- 
ticipated in negotiations, 

The chief obstacle to a new gov-

CHURCHILL SAID 
TO PLAN TO QUIT 
AS PARTY LEADER 


LONDON, May 9 (UP)—Winston 
Churchill intends to quit the lead- 
ership of the Conservative party 
as soon as the present British 
economic crisis is ended, political 
circles reported today, 

It was uncertain when Churchill 
will decide that the time has come 
to step aside. The crisis will con- 
tinue, possibly in less urgent form 
than at present, for many months. 
Anthony Eden, Foreign Secretary 
in Churchill’s wartime govern- 
ment, was popularly regarded as 
his successor in the Conservative 
party leadership, Political circles 
say, however, that the post may 
go to somebody else, partly be- 
cause of Eden's poor health. 

Churchill's resignation from the 
House of Commons Committee on 
Privileges, was announced this 
morning. It ffllowed similar action 
by Herbert Morrison, Government 
leader in Commons. Both will be 
replaced on the committee by 
younger members. 


PARIS, May 9 (AP)—Presenta- 
tion of France’s Military Medal to 
Winston Churchill here tomorrow 
will entitle Britain’s wartime 
Prime Minister to an annual pen- 
sion of 200 francs—about $1.68— 
and “a goodly number of fine 
meals” each year. 

The medal and the extras were 
created by Louis Napoleon when 
he was prince-president of the 
second republic. 

Among the 22 foreigners previ- 
ously awarded the military medal 
is Gen. John J, Pershing. 


SANDPAPERS AWAY BLEMISHES 
OF FACE TO AVERT GRAFTING 


Surgeon Says He Developed 
Method Treating Injured 
Soldiers. 

MEMPHIS, Tenn., May 9 (AP)— 
Some facial disfigurements now 
can be removed with ordinary 
sandpaper, without the necessity 
of skin grafts, a Philadelphia sur- 
geon says. . 

Dr. P. C. Iverson told the Amer- 
ican Association of Plastic Sur- 
geons yesterday that he developed 
the method while treating soldiers 
injured by explosions. e 

Removing skin from the face 
and grafting on new skin proved 
unsatisfactory, Iverson said. 

“So we took ordinary sandpaper 
and removed the disfigured facial 
skin down to, but leaving the low- 
rest layer, containing parts of hair 
follicles and sweat glands. 

“The remnants of these glands 
start growing new skin.”

STASSEN DIFFERS 
WITH BAPTISTS ON 
ENVOY TOVATICA 


Tells Delegates He Op- 


poses Request for Re- 


call, and Also Stand on 
School Bus Issue. 


Harold E, Stassen told delegates 
to the Southern Baptist Conven- 
tion here this afternoon that “we 
can win the peace in the world if 
the United States remains strong 
and follows policies that are just, 
wise and humanitarian.” 

The former Governor of Minne- 
sota, and candidate for the Re- 


publican nomination for President, 
said that he disagreed with the 
two resolutions passed by the con- 
vention yesterday urging with- 
drawal of Myron Taylor as a dip- 
lomatic representative of this 
country at the Vatican and the 
resolution opposing the Supreme 
Court decision on bus transporta- 
tion for parochial school pupils. 

In explaining his opposition to 
those resolutions, he said, “I ad- 
here to the basic American prin- 
ciple of separation of Church and 
State.” 

Feels a ‘Sober Optimism.’ 

Stassen told the delegates he 
returned from his recent trip to 
Europe with “sober optimism.” 

He said he does not underesti- 
mate difficulties of future policies 
of the United States, “but I do 
have a resasoned measure of con- 
fidence that they can and will be 
overcome without war.” 

Another thing which Baptists 
can do to contribute to a just and 
lasting peace, Stassen said, is in- 
creasingly to build the moral 
foundations on which the peace of 
the nation and the world depend. 

“Individual freedom, and social, 
economic, political and religious 
freedom should be vigorously up- 


held,” Stassen continued, “Baptists | 


should recognize and support the 
need of strength, but they must 
never worship that strength.” 

Taking a slap at isolationism, 
Stassen urged his listeners not to 
embrace “any attitude of smugly 
wrapping the cloak of our rich 
resources about us and passing by 
on the other side.” 

“We should practice the humani- 
tarian principles which are an es- 


sential part of the mortality which | 


makes a man or a nation truly 
great,” he asserted. 

Stassen expressed the hope that 
Baptists as well as members of

100,000 Demonstrate in 


Hamburg Against Low 
Rations — Survey 
Shows Germany’s 
Plight in Agriculture.

BERLIN, May d (AP)—More 
than 100,000 Germans protested 
against food shortages today with 
a mass demonstration before trade 
union headquarters in Hamburg. 
The demonstration was described 
by union leaders as the biggest 
rally of Germans since the war's 
end. 

A force of 750 German policemen 
and a contingent of mounted of- 


British civil police patrolled the 
areas where British families live. 
A company of British soldiers 
stood by in their barracks, Their 
services were not needed, however, 
and the crowd dispersed after an 


orderly meeting. 
Gen. Lucius D. Clay, United 
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States military governor of Ger- 
many, said that “as a last resort,” 
Ameriqan troops might be used 
to confiscate food hoarded by 
German farmers. But he said he 
was hopeful German administra- 
tions in the various United States 
zone states would be able to cope 
with the problem of getting the 
hoarded food into circulation. 

The United States military gov- 
ernment’s civil administration 
disclosed that postwar Germany, 
with a population of 65,911,190, 
will have to import food for 42 
per cent of its population to main- 
tain an average European stand- 
ard of living, even if it brings 
her agriculture back to prewar 
levels of productivity. This was 
shown in a survey prepared by 
the division and based upon a 
simultaneous census begun last 
October in all four occupation 
zones. 

Less Land Per German. 

The survey said that in order 
to support a standard of living 
equivalent to the prewar stand- 
ard, Germany “would need to be- 
come more industrialized than be- 
fore the war.” Agricultural acre- 
age has decreased from an aver- 
age of 82 to 57 acres for every 
100 persons. 

Food imports can be paid for 
only by industrial export and 
there is little possibility of increas- 
ing industrialization over prewar 
levels, the survey said. 4 

“As long as these conditions en- 
ist,” it added, “Germany will have 
a surplus population with such at- 
tending social and economi¢ con- 
sequences as unemployment, low 
standard of living, emigration 
when permitted, and low birth 
rate.” 

Of the four zones, the British is 
most densely populated, the survey 
showed, with 228 persons per 
square kilometer (0.386 square 
mile). The density for the entire 
country is 185 persons square 
kilometer, compared with 168 in 
the same space in 1939. 

“German agriculture before the 
war could produce food for about 
83 per cent of the total popula- 
tion,” the survey said. “Assuming 
the same productivity of agricul- 
tur per hectare as before the war, 
and ‘wuming the maintenance of 
an av “rge European standard of 
living, Germany will have to im- 
port food supply for 42 per cent 
of her population, or about 27,000,- 


000 people.”

JAP HELL SHIP 


Men Convicted of Be- 
heading 15 Americans 
Before Voyage—4 Get 
Prison Terms.

YOKOHAMA, May 9 (UP) - TWO 
former Japanese soldiers of the 
prison “hell ship” Orokyu Maru 
were sentenced to death by hang- 
ing today by a United States 
Eighth Army military commission 
for beheading 15 American pris- 
oners in a Philippines, cemetery. 
Lt. Junsaburo Toshimo, com- 
mander of the guard aboard the 
Orokyu Maru and two other 
vessels, and Cpl. Kazutane Aihara, 
commanding the Orokyu Maru de- 
tachment, were held personally re- 
sponsible for the beheadings in 
the cemetery at San Fernando 
Pampanga. The 15 were beheaded 
because-they were too ill to make 
the trip to Japan. 

Prison terms ranging from 10 
years to life were given four other 
men charged with atrocities 
aboard the Orokyu Maru during 
its voyage from Manila fo Japan 
in December 1944 and January 
1945. Two defendants were ac- 
quitted. 

More than 1000 American pris- 
oners of the 1600 who started the 
voyage died en route, It was esti-

1600 are alive today. Only 450 
half-naked, emaciated men finally 
reached land aboard another Jap- 
anese vessel after the Orokyu 
Maru was bombed off the Philip- 
pines,

WASHINGTON, May 9 (AP)— 
Ten months after the Bikini atom 
bomb tests, the target ships still 


are “unsafe for permanent occu- 
pancy.“ 92 

The Navy so reported today in 
announcing that most of the big 
vessels which survived the two 
experimental blasts last year will 
be towed without crews this sum- 
mer to Pearl Harbor, San Fran- 
cisco, or Bremerton, Wash., for 
study in connection with the re- 
search program which already has 
resulted in drastic changes in 
ship design theories. A battleship, 
a cruiser, two submarines and two 
transports already have made the 
long voyage from, Kwajalein in 
the central Pacific., 

The announcement said the de- 
contamination study is one of the 
Navy’s most important projects in 
preparing against atomic warfare. 

“Until these radioactive ma- 
terials are removed by means of 
decontamination methods, the 
ships will be unsafe for perma- 
nent occupancy,” the announce- 
ment said, “but personnel can 
work on board them and stay for 
a limited period provided certain 
special safety precautions 
are followed.” 

Nevada to Pearl Harbor. 

The light carrier Independence 
will be towed to San Francisco 
where a radiation laboratory has 
been established, to join the two 
transports, Gasconade and Crit- 
tenden. 

The heavy cruiser Salt Lake 
City and the destroyer Hughes 
will go to Bremerton. The heavy 
cruiser Pensacoja recently arrived 
at the naval shipyard there. 

The orange-painted “bull’s-eye” 
ship, the battleship Nevada, will 
join the battleship New York now 
at Pearl Harbor, The Nevada was 
designated as the aiming point in 


the first bomb drop, but was 
missed by a wide margin and suf- 
fered little damage.

Most of the ships remaining at 
Kwajalein will. be in caretaker 
status and may be used later to 
test decontamination methods. 

Rad Changes in Design. 

Results of the atomic bomb 
tests have forced a complete re- 
vision by the Navy in ship design, 
navigation and fighting ideas. 

The target ship top structures, 
especially such vital parts as radar 
masts, gun directors and lookout 
stations, were badly battered. 

Strengthening those parts, how- 
ever, would add weight too far 
above the waterline, affecting sta- 
bility, and make spotting by an 
enemy easier. 

Also the spray of radioactive 
water which may be expected to 
follow an atom bomb bust means 
that exposed gun positions, look- 
outs and navigation bridges must 


o. 

The Navy currently is designing 
and installing automatic gun tur- 
rets, directed by radar and fed 
from below decks, 

Navigation and fire control 
could be handled by radar were 
it not for the danger of the masts 
being shearer off. Experiments 
being conducted with telescoping 
masts, like periscopes, may solve 
this problem. 

Complete air conditioning and a 
complicated system of filters in 
the ventilators will protect crews 
from radioactive air and sea wa- 
ter, the planners believe. 

All these changes add up to a 
ship shaped like a big submarine, 
but staying on the surface. Its 
slim silhouette is expected to nar- 
row even more when nuclear en- 
gines are developed, thus doing 
away with the need for funnels.

Dr. Grogan said that payments 
last year to the institutions by 
patients and by the State for sup- 
port of patients totaled $1,053,535, 
or approximately 13 per cent of 
the total spent in operating the 
institutions.

Attorney for Mary Reardon Tells 
Young Lawyers How He Won Case 


Didn’t Inform State of 


Bullet Wound Because 


It Might Merely Have Changed De- 
linquency Grounds, Morris Says. 


Henry G. Morris related yester- 
day to junior section members of 
the St. Louis Bar Association how 
he prepared his successful defense 
of Mary Catherine Reardon. The 
14-year-old girl was acquitted 
March 31 of delinquency by rea- 
son of murder, in the death of 
her father, J. Vincent Reardon. 

Morris, speaking at the Mark 
Twain Hotel, said, “The first im- 
portant thing was to keep her 
signed statement out. The Sher- 
it's staff was not too confident 
that she was competent, but she 
made a 9-page statement. 

“My problem was whether to 
make an end run around seven 
deputies in the Sheriff’s office to 
see Mary or just to make a record 
that I tried to sees her. I yelled, 
Don't sign any statement.’ 1 
don’t Know whether she heard 
me, She didn’t know me at the 
time, Finally, I concluded it was 
better not to see her but just to 
make a record that I tried to see 
her, but was prevented from do- 
ing that.” 

‘Enlightening’ Case. 

He described the case as one 
that was “enlightening” to him 
and the most “peculiar case” he 
had ever found. 

“IT have often been asked,” he 
continued, “when and how I dis- 
covered she was shot, After the 
inquest, I discovered a ragged bul- 
let hole in her coat and I saw 
blood on the lower part of her 
coat. I asked Her where it came 
from. She didn’t know. Later 
she said she was shot in the arm 
and I found a hole in her sweater. 
I thought the bullet must still be 
in her. 

J became more curious and dis- 
covered a wound under her arm. 
We got the coat out of the De- 
tention Home, surreptitiously. you 
might say, and took it to the 
Gradwohl Laboratory. We put 
the coat, sweater and some under- 
wear in a box in which new 


clothes were sent to her. We had 
no difficulty getting it out. 

“I tried to get her out on bail 
but wasn’t successful. A probation 
officer, I learned, would escort 
her if we went out. We had her 
back X-rayed and then went to 
the Schweig Studio where we took 
pictures of her arm and the bul- 
let hole, 

“The County Hospital report 
showed a wound in the arm but 
the wound under her arm was not 
noted. The story got out that she 
had been shot. Negligible signifi- 
cance was attached to it which 
was a break for us. | 

“A lot of lawyers, I understand, 
felt that we should have divulged 
to the state the fact that Mary 
had a bullet in her back. I'll leave 
it up to you, whether you would 
have told (Prosecuting Attorney) 
Stanley Wallach,” Laughter greet- 
ed the remark. 

Wallach, Morris continued, could 
have asked for dismissal of the 
charge after all the evidence was 
in, but did not, 

Possible Action by State. 

Asked whether he thought the 
State would have proceeded on 
grounds of delinquency other than 
by reason of murder, if he had 


divulged his additional informa» 


tion, Morris said he thought the 
State mignt have done that. 

Morris was introduced faceti- 
ously as “the man who kept Rus- 
sia and Stalin off the front page 
for six weeks.“ 

After his talk, he told question- 
ers he though Mary was suffering 
from shock when she told report- 
ers and police that she shot her 
father. At the trial, she testified 
her 13-year-old friend. Michael D’- 
Arcy, with whom she was running 
away from home, shot her father 
in the head, causing him to lose 
control of his automobile Feb. 8. 
In the subsequent crash, Reardon 
and young D’Arcy suffered fatal 
injuries. 


VERDICT FOR DIVORCE 
NN SUIT BY 2 CHILDREN 


Jury Rules Mrs. Sue Lang 
Did Not ‘Entice’ Their 
Father From Them. 


A unanimous verdict in favor of 
the defendant, Mrs. Sue Lang, was 
returned today by a Circuit Court 
jury in the $30,000 damage suit 
brought on behalf of two children.

ATHENS, May 9—It is clear 
that Demetrious Maximos's gov- 
ernment has received “sugges- 
tions“ that a broad amnesty for

The American view is that the 
aid offered under the $300 million 
aid can be most effectively applied 
only if the country is united.

Among other proposals were WASHINGTON, May 9 (UP)— 
The State Department said today 
that satisfactory political and eco- 
nomic relations between the Unit- 
ed States and Spain are impos- 
sible “as long as the Franco re 
gime remains in power.” 

Michael J. McDermott, State De- 
partment presg officer, made the 
statement in commenting on re- 
cent Spanish newspaper stories 
and editorials to the effect that 
the United States policy toward 
Spain had been’ changed. 

Some reports received by the 
State Department gave the im- 
pression a new policy would be 
adopted as a corollary to the 
Greek-Turkish stop-Communism 
program, 

“Our policy toward Spain has 
not changed in any respects,” 
McDermott asserted. He ‘added 
that “no loans or credits to Spain 
by the United States Government 
are being considered.” 

His statement regarding loans 
was made in response to report- 
ers’ inquiries. He said Spain had 
not applied for any governmental 
loan. 

McDermott also disclosed that 
the United States has rejected a 
Yugoslav protest against the pol- 
icy of discguraging travel by 
American citizens to the Balkan 
country. He said it will continue 
to deny passports to Yugoslavia 
except in rare cases, largely be- 
cause of unsettled conditions 
there. 

The partial bar on travel to 
Yugoslavia has been in effect since 
last summer, when two American 
planes were shot down. McDer- 
mott told reporters that the policy 
applies only to Yugoslavia.

After its clearance by the House 
Ways and Means Committee, the 
tax cut proposal passed the House 
by a vote of 273 to 137. After Fi- 
nance Committee approval, it still 
must clear the Senate, then pass 
through a conference committee 
to adjust differences with the 
House, such as the effective date, 

The big test will come when 
the bill reaches the White House. 
Some of President Truman’s 
friends say he will veto it if it 
bears much resemblance to the 
House bill, Both Truman and Sec- 
retary of the Treasury Snyder 
have insisted there should be no 
tax reduction at this time. 

In case of a veto, both the House 
and Senate would have to over- 
ride the President by a two-thirds 
vote for the bill to become law. 


UNRRA CHIEF SAYS PEOPLE 
KNOW SOURCE OF SUPPLIES 


NEW YORK, May 9 (AP) — 
Lowell W. Rooks, retired major 
general in the United States 
Army, who is now director gen- 
eral of the United Nations Re- 
lief and Rehabilitation Admin- 
instration, said today the hungry 
peoples of Europe know the source 
of UNRRA supplies and are ex- 
tremely grateful. 

“Regardless of the attitude of 
the governments, the people are 
grateful for what they have been 
receiving and it has been worth 
while,” he said on his return from 
an inspection tour in. Europe. 
“The little people know where 
the supplies are coming from.” 
He said labels were left on cans, 
packages and other containers, so 
that persons who received the 
supplies knew their origin. 

Rooks visited the United King- 
dom, Italy, Albania, Greece, Yugo- 
slavia, Czechoslovakia Poland and 
Russia. He said Russian people, 
as well as the others, know the 
source, of the supplies. UNRRA 
operations cease June 30. 


LICENSES DENIED TO 40 CAFES 
IN GOVERNMENT BUILDINGS 


WASHINGTON, May 9 (AP)— 
Forty cafeterias serving employes 
in government departments were 
denied licenses today for failure 
to meet Districtof Columbia health 
requirements. This does not mean 
they will be closed. 

The action was taken by the 
district’s Bureau of Food Inspec- 
tion. Dr. Reid R. Ashworth, di- 
rector, said it was principally on 
the ground the cafeterias were not 
properly equipped and food was 
inadequately coveréd to prevent 
handling by customers, 
Government Services, Inc., which 
operates the cafcterias, has no au- 
thority to make structural changes 
necessary to remedy defects. It is 
expected to ask the Public Build- 
ings Administration to make the 
changes, and until remodeling is 
completed the board’s ruling will 
stand merely as an expression of 
disapproval, 

Largest cafeterias denied licenses 
include those in the Navy Depart- 
ment, State Department, Railroad 
Retirement Building, Social Se- 
curity, Internal Revenue and 
Commerce Departments.

Race relations is primarily a 
moral and religious problem rather 
than a political issue, the commit- 
tee on race relations of thé South- 
ern Baptist Convention declared 
in a report today at Kiel Audi- 


| torium. 


The convention, attended by 
more than 7500 delegates from 20 
southern states, opened Wednes- 
day and will end Sunday. 

The race relations report, sub- 
mitted by J, B, Weatherspoon of 
Louisville, Ky., called attention to 
the recent revival of “lawless or- 
ganizations that fan racial hatred” 
and urged prompt adoption of a 
new charter of Christian and Bap- 
tist principles, 

These principles, the report said, 
would include the practice of jus- 
tice toward people of all races: 
A belief in the dignity and worth 
of the individual man and his

CABINET AGREED 
ON BY LEADERS 


Group to Join—Com- 
munists Left Out. 


TOKYO, May 9 (AP)—Japanese 
political leaders agreed today to 
form a coalition cabinet of the 
four principal parties but failed 
to determine the premiership or 
political complexion of the forth- 
coming government. 

The munists will be left 
out of the government, The agree- 
ment calls for a coalition of 
Liberal and Democratic parties 
which form the present Govern- 
ment’s, conservative’ majority in 
the Diet; the Social Democratic 
party, which holds the plurality, 
and the People’s Co-operative 
party, a farm group. 

If party membership approves 
the agreement, leaders will meet 
again Monday to begin negotia- 
tions for key positions. 
still too early to determine 
whether the Social Democrats 
would gain their goals—the pre- 
miership and a controlled econ- 
omy. However, it appeared that 
Tetsu Katayama, the Social Dem- 
ocratio leader, stood ai good 
chance of being named as premier. 

Under the new constitution, the 
present Government of conserva- 
tive Premier Shigeru Yoshida will 
resign May 20, when the new Diet 
begins a ial session. The 
Diet, not the Emperor, hence- 
forth will select Japan’s premiers. 

There were repercussions tn 
Government circles today to Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur’s denial that 
he had pledged the United States 
to “undertake the future defense 
of Japan.” Top-ranking Japanese 
officials expressed displeasure 
over leakage from Tuesday's con- 
ference between MacArthur and 
Emperor Hirohito, at which Japa- 
nese sources had said the pledge 
was made. '

Testifies Former Repre- 
sentative Wasn’t Quali- 
fied for Post Then and 
That He Isn’t Now. 


WASHINGTON, May 9 (UP)— 
Harold L. Ickes said today he 
tried to get former Representative 
Jed Johnson of Oklahoma a fed- 

eral judgeship in 1945 so he would 
be “where he'd do the least harm.” 

Ickes said he doesn’t want John- 
gon to get that judgeship, on the 
United States Customs Court, now. 

“He lacks the qualities a federal 
judge should possess,” Ickes said. 

The former Secretary of the In- 
terior testified at a Senate judi, 
ciary subcommittee hearing on 
the Oklahoma Democrat's nomi- 
nation to a judgeship Johnson 
turned down, after being con- 
firmed by the Senate in 1945. 

Department Bills. 

Johnson then was chairman of 
the House appropriations subcom- 
mittee that handled Department 
of Interior bills. ‘ 

“And he wanted to remain on 

* and tantalize you, is that right?” 
Senator Moore (Rep.), Oklahoma, 
asked Ickes. 

“Oh,” Ickes replied, “I think he 
got some joy out of life.” 

Ickes said he didn’t think John- 
gon was qualified to be a judge in 
1945, either. | 

“I never thought he was quali- 
fied to be a Congressman,” he 
said. “But, he was already in the 
Government—and I felt we should 
use him where he would do the 
least harm. 

“I was perfectly willing to sac- 
rifice the chairman of the Interior 
subcommittee to the court.” 

Same Basis of Opposition. 

But,“ asked Senator Revercomb 
(Rep.), West Virginia, “you had 
the same reason to oppose him 
then as you do now?” 

“Yes,” Ickes replied. 

Revercomb commented that 
“this is the most unusual qualifi- 
cation I've ever heard advanced 
for appointing a man) to the fed- 
eral bench — becatise he irked 
someone.” 

“I suppos Im at fault,” Ickes 
told him. “Maybe I shouldn’t have 
done it.” 

Ickes said that in 1945 it was a 
question of “shifting him (John- 
son) where he would do the least 


“But,” he said, “it is not now a 
matter of shifting. It is proposed 
to put a private citizen on the 
bench, That is an entirely dif- 
ferent matter.” 

Cites ‘Plain Threats.’ 

Ickes said Johnson as chairman 
of the Interior appropriations sub- 
committee used to make “plain 
threats—just as plain as a man 
can put down in the English 
language”—that if Ickes didn’t do 
what he wanted, Interior funds 
would be cut. 

Ickes said it was as if Johnson 
said “be good or we'll cut you 
some more.” 

Ickes cited several alleged ex- 
amples of “improper” activities by 
Johnson. Subcommé@ttee Chairman 
John Sherman Cooper (Rep.), 
Kentucky, interposed: 

“In each instance, you admit 

_ that the Interior Department ac- 
ceded (to Johnson's request), what 
do you say to that?” 

“I think I apologize, Ickes said. 

“You mean,” put in Senator 
Wiley (Rep.), Wisconsin, “that 
your department was wrong?” 


“Yes,” Ickes replied, “even undér 
me.” ‘

Will Lose Ground, 


After the Russian Army leaves, 
it is almost certain that the Com- 
munist parties in Hungary, Ro- 
mania and Bulgaria will lose 
ground. They may be able to 
hold the key posts which they 
have gained, but not indefinitely. 
Even Hungary's particularly clev- 
er and sinuous Communists are 
likely to lose ground when the 
Soviets go. 


_ The American problem, in a 
political sense, is to co-ordinate 
its counter-offensive in central 
Europe with the Soviet with- 
drawal. 


The Soviets, in departing, un- 
Goubtedly will follow the Man- 
churian pattern in seeing that as 
many arms as possible remain in 
the hands of their friends, and 
that armed forces such as police 
and constabulary, particularly in 
Romania and Bulgaria, remain as 
Soviet-indoctrinated as possible. 
There will be an effort to depre- 
cate the great role of the Amer- 
jean Fifteenth Air Force in the 
Nazi defeat in the Balkans and to 
inflate the role of the occupying 
Russian Army. 

American propaganda has been 
almost nil in the Soviet Balkans. 
Our policy level is so low that we 
have been forced to the extremity 
of withdrawing our mission en- 
tirely from Albania, a country of 
less than 1,000,000 people, to which 
we have given more than 320,000, 
000. Close to $400,000,000 in Amer- 
ican public funds has been given 
to Soviet satellite governments in 
postwar aid, subsidies to hostile 
economies. No thanks from the 
Communist cliques can be expect- 
ed for past help, but only warn- 
ing against “Greek” gifts. 

Adroit Timing Needed. 

With stakes so high, the nature 


of the American counter-offensive | POW® 


deserves to be studied with the 
greatest care. It requires adroit 
timings a tight hand on the 
pocketbook, and a close knowl- 
edge of the internal forces in each 
Balkan state. 

Timing is essential so that past 
patterns of waste may not be re- 
peated. 

Financial control is necessary 80 
that something positive may be 
shown to the inflation-pressed 
American people. 

Internal Balkan knowledge is 

in order that the pat- 
tern of political counter-offensive 
can be dynamic and not static, 
creative and not barren, and dem- 
ocratic not fascist or imperialist. 

According to a substantial body 
of American opinion, these requi- 
sites are meager or non-existent 
in this crudely anti-Red and anti- 
Soviet lend-lease. Presidential 
Candidate Stassen, fresh from vis- 
its to both the Middle East and 
Moscow, labels the American pol- 
i¢y “negative.” He accepts its 
preventive principle, but demands 
a much higher base. A recent 
Town Hall radio forum gave 3-to-1 
results in a nation-wide poll— 9976 
votes to 3288—against the meas- 
ure, with opposition rising from 
70 per cent in Illinois to 80 per 
cent in New York and 99 per cent 
in California. 

Even allowing for Communist- 
fomented resistance, the popular 
poll of the idea of the United 
Nations, and the variable eio- 
quence of speakers, such discon- 
tent is serious. 

What kind of American policy 
would be workable in the rest of 
the Balkans as well as in Greece 
and Turkey? 

Here is the long-haul test by 
which Stassen and other Ameri- 
cans measure Truman's anti-Com- 
munist lend-lease and find it 


wanting. 
Slav Enemies. 

It is noticeable that the Truman 
policy, as now expressed, is hostile 
not only to the Communists, every- 
where—its open enemies—but it is 
also repugnant in the Balkans to 
many non-Communists. To arm 
Greece and Turkey is to arm— 
from a Slav point of view—preda- 
tory enemies of Albania, Yugo- 
slavia and Bulgaria. 

The present Greek Government 
is impregnated with “greater

Anti-Red Undercurrent. 

A strong undercurrent of antip- 
athy to the Soviets and the Com- 
munist party is reported from all 
the Balkans. It is strongest in 
dismembered Romania, which can- 
not forget that Russia first ac- 
quired Bessarabia with Hitler's 
help, but it exists even in Bulgaria 
and is especially strong in 
Catholic Hungary and northern 
Yugoslavia, 

These forces—a few of them as 
dangerously reactionary as 
Greece’s monarchists, more of 
them progressive but anti-Com- 
munist—are waiting for a sign 
that America’s Balkan policy is 
more than “negative.” Many are 
waiting with palms extended, not 
only for the ever-flowi liti- 
cally unsecured Ameri ollar, 
but also for a chance to taste for 


once a little postwar liberation. : 


They are tired of satellitism, both 
Nazi and Soviet. 

The danger seen in the rruman 
policy is that it tends to freeze the 
Soviet Balkans politically at the 
precise moment when America’s 
chance is at hand and when Slavs 
should, therefore, be kept fluid at 
all costs, 

To win a few politically bank- 
rupt rightists in Greece, to subsi- 
dize the perpetually unbalanced 
military budget of Turkey, the 
huge American grant antagonizes 
strong and healthy nationalists 
elsewhere in the Balkans who 
have not yet been able to attain 
r because of the Communist 
monopoly and the Soviet Army 
occupation. 

These elements can be nursed 
back to influence 0 if the 
United States, while d g firm- 
ly with the Soviet Union itself, 
casts its Balkan interests into the 
scales of broadly-based representa- 
tive government, not limited eco- 
nomic oligarchies. The Russians 
back oligarchies in the various 
Communist parties, but they are 
broader and stronger the 
new American ragbag. 

Bulgaria's First Chance. 

The coming American oppor- 
tunity to recover prestige and 
restore democracy in the Balkans 
can begin with Bulgaria, whose 
government is seemingly more 
nearly representative than any 
other Soviet satellite power. 

America has strong roots in 
Bulgarian education. An Ameri- 
can wrote the first Bulgar dic- 
tionary. Once Congress has signed 
the Bulgarian peace treaty, the 
Soviet Army must withdraw “as 
soon as possible and in any case 
not later than 90 days from the 
coming into force of the treaties.” 

America’s chance to even terms 
with the Soviets in Hungary and 
Romania, where billions of dol- 
lars and hundreds of American 
flyers were lost, will appear like- 
wise with Soviet withdrawal, when 
the Kremlin's direct support for 
the local. Communist parties must 
diminish. 

A game of delay and bluff is 
going on here. The farseeing So- 
viet diplomats already have 
hitched this evacuation to the re- 
cent deadlock in Moscow over a 
peace treaty for Austria. 

Both Hungarian and Romanian 
peace treaties give the Russian 
the right to keep troops “for 
maintenance of lines of communi- 
cation with Soviet zone of occupa- 
tion in Austria.” No Austrian 
treaty, no withdrawal from Ro- 
mania or Hungary. 

Unfortunately the United States 
was not farsighted enough to re- 
tain similar rights for itself in 
the Italian peace treaty, 

The weak American treaty posi- 
tion makes it especially necessary 
for Washington to shun its newly- 
purchased friends on the Greek 
and Turkish right and control 
those internal policies and exter- 
nal ambitions which endanger a 
long-range American aim in 
Balkans area.

One out of every three people in 
the country is of Italian descent, 
and Buenos Aires has more than 
its share. : 


Duce coincides with the arrival 
here of his eldest son, Vittorio, 
who says he wants to settle down 
and be an Argentine. 

The campaign reached a climax 
with the publication of an eight- 
page tabloid newspaper, Presente.

Selective History. 


The paper neglects such chap- 
ters in his history as those in- 
volving Ethiopia, the World War 
II warmup in Spain and the “stab 
in the back” of France. Instead, 
it praises his theory of govern- 
ment and extols fascism as some- 
thing very noble. 

A few poems in his memory are 
sprinkled in the pages and a num- 
ber of pictures of him are carried 
in civilian clothes and in military 
uniform, 

The paper was printed on the 
presses of Risorgimento here. The 
idea, apparently, was to give son 
Vittorio a rousing welcome and 
let him know he was among 
friends. 
Some months ago memorial 
services were held in Mussolini's 
memory.

Other coun- 
tries will probably soon have no 
reserves whatever to draw on. 
They include France, Italy, Aus- 
tria and Hungary. 
» What makes this situation worse 
is the fact that the United States 
can't and won't go on much longer 
making up the deficit—the differ- 
ence between what the rest of the 
world buys and what it sells. 

What will happen when major 
‘United States foreign loans and 
relief stop? Will the rest of the 
world be back on its feet by then 
and able to produce enough things 
to pay its own way? Will the 
United States be able and willing 
to buy enough of those things so 
that the world will be able to pay 
its debts? 

You can get some very pessimis- 
tic answers to these questions in 
Washington these days.

A Sick Continent 


What has happened to the 17-word resolution 
introduced in the House and Senate seven 


weeks ago calling for a “United States of 


Europe within the framework of the United 
Nations“? 

Secretary of State Marshall has been called 
upon to express his views about the resolution 


but has given no answer. Senator Vandenberg, 
_ asked to set the resolution down for a hearing 


before his Foreign Relations Committee, has re- 
plied that he sees no possibility of a hearing 
on it in the immediate future. President Truman, 
although he had expressed a friendliness to the 
plan before the resolution was introduced, has 


been silent since. 


Meanwhile both the need, and the oppor- 


“tunity for the creation of a European confedera- 


tion become each day more apparent. The eco- 
nomic recovery of Europe is so slow and halt- 
ing that John J. McCloy, the new head of the 
World Bank, practically warns that what we 
had hoped to advance in the form of loans to 
stimulate the Continent's economy must be con- 
sidered as outright gifts. Neither the American 
banking community nor the World Bank will 
advance the money; the United States Govern- 
ment will have to do it without any real expec- 


‘tation that the debt will be repaid. 


The total will run into billions, and the 
question arises of what return we may expect 
on the investment. Walter Lippmann suggests 
that the loans should be made not to individual 
countries but to a collective entity as an “in- 
ducefnent for the unification of Europe.“ 


* * „ 


Mr. Lippmann, along with Dorothy Thompson 
and Edgar Ansel Mowrer, has sharply criticized 
the State Department for overlooking the neces- 
sity of achieving the unification of Western 


Europe to give the area the combined resources 


and production required for economic and po- 
litical stability. 

The hard truth is that 8 is an indus- 
trial Continent, and Germany is its industrial 
heart. Until a way is found to put the great 
German coal, steel and chemical industries to 
work for Europe, the Continent is likely to re- 
main a poorhouse. 

Yet no one would propose—least of all this 
newspaper—that German industry be revived 
under oldtime German control. It must be re- 
vived, but revived in a framework which will 
guarantee that it is never again perverted to 
military conquest. This can be achieved if Ger- 
many is reduced to its various states, which are 
controlled by making them members of a Euro- 
pean federation. 

Psychologically the time is ripe to press for 
European unity. In France the Ramadier Gov- 
ernment has purged itself of Communist mem- 
bers, who would have opposed European confed- 
eration because Russia opposes it. In Britain 
Prime Minister Attlee was a strong advocate of 
a United States of Europe in the 1930s and 
Winston Churchill, leader of the opposition, has 
been an eloquent champion of the movement for 
20 years, It is one project on which American 
influence might be expected to bring British 
Laborites and Conservatives together. 


* * » 


America has the political and economic in- 
fluence to sponsor the unification of Western 
Europe, and also the military strength to guard 
the movement against intimidation by Russia, the 
only considerable power likely to oppose it. 

Secretary Marshall and Senator Vandenberg 
apparently have been so absorbed in the details 
of treaty negotiations that they have not had 
time to study the full implications of the Ful- 
bright-Thomas resolution for a United States of 
Europe. But they should take time, for it 
is @ design that can change the course of history. 
If it is worth the serious attention of Mr. 
Churchill and Mr. Attlee it is worth the atten- 
tion of Mr. Marshall and Mr. Vandenberg—and 
of President Tryman. 


In his report on the Moscow Conference, Mr. 
Marshall spoke of the necessity of the eco-

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Field of Dishonor 


The abject surrender of Missouri House con- 
ferees on the small-loan interest rate issue is like 
some Falstaffian mockery of chivalry. 

Five white knights, appointed champions to 
uphold the judgment of the House, sallied forth 
in shining armor to joust with the Senate for a 
rate no higher than 20 per cent. But, on reach- 
ing the field of honor, they heard that the in- 
trepid Sir Jasper Smith, paladin of the Senate’s 
five black knights, was implacably resolved to 
make peace on no terms below 26 per cent.

Thereupon the chevaliers of the House took 
counsel among themselves. “War to the fin- 
ish,” begged Sir Lawrence Roos. Alas, his four 
companions-in-arms voted him down. Up went 
the white flag. The Senate’s men won without 
lifting a hand. : 

And will the House accept the craven verdict? 
The House, let us hope, will send Sir Lawrence 
and four men of like quality to renew the con- 
test and bring it to an “honorable issue. 

For there is something at stake here even 


more important than the honor of the House. 
There is the whole question whether the State 
of Missouri shall again license lenders to exact 
usurious tribute from obscure little citizens 
caught in personal emergencies, 
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Portrait of a Chairman 

A composite picture of Andrew Jackson May, 
in the years when he was chairman of the House 
Military Affairs Committee, is coming out of 
his bribery trial in United States District Court 
at Washington. It is that of a legislator who 
thought his authority entitled him to push around 
the federal employes who had to look to his 
committee for appropriations. The particular 
federal employes whom Mr. May pushed around 
—0or tried to—were officers of the Army. 

This far from pretty picture illustrates some- 
thing of what is wrong with Congress’s way of 
selecting committee chairmen. A member is

elevated to a chairmanship because of seniority, 


and about all that can move him is death or a 
change of party in power. To one degree or an- 
other he gets to feeling that he owns the place. 


He identifies himself with the departments and 


agencies that come within his committee's sphere, 
and becomes an advocate of their small portion 
of Government against all the other interests of 
Government, 


These evils could be eliminated or vastly re- 


duced if committee chairmanships were rotated 
at specified intervals. One of the most cogent 
arguments against it is that members learn 
through experience to do better work than new- 
comers could do. 

Many boards of directors solve that problem 
by having members’ terms staggered, so that 
there are always some old and some new mem- 
bers. Congressional committees could do the 
same. It would not only result in less brass- 
hatism among chairmen, it would also serve as a 
very great encouragement to capable new mem- 
bers to make Congress a career. 

A chairmanship is not a vested right, and it’s 
time it ceased to be treated as if it were.

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Mr. Mundt's Welcome Bill 


It is a distinct credit to Representative Mundt, 
South Dakota Republican, that he should have 
moved promptly to meet the objection of some 
of his colleagues that the “Voice of America” 
broadcasts to foreign countries do not have con- 
gressional sanction. 

By Mr. Mundt’s bill the State Department's 

radio transmissions around the world will have 
legislative as well as executive approval. Em- 
bodying many provisions drawn under direction 
of Assistant Secretary of State Benton, the 
Mundt bill calls for an FBI screening of all 
“Voice of America“ personnel and requires that 
all information so broadcast be clearly identi- 
fied as to source. 
That Mr. Mundt has acted out of appreciation 
of the importance of these factual broadcasts to 
news-hungry listeners around the world is evi- 
dent from his statement as to why he is spon- 
soring the measure. He says: 

America ‘cannot afford to sit idly by while 
its unselfish motives and noble principles 
are misrepresented abroad through broad- 
casts beamed to uninformed listeners by 
governments and creeds which depict our 
free enterprise system and representative 
form of government as imperialistic mon- 
sters and greedy profiteers. Even the worst 
falsehoods about America will come to be 


believed abroad if nothing is presented in 
refutation. 


If Congress is alert to a world-wide need as 
well as a great American opportunity, it will not 
only pass the Mundt bill promptly but vote the 
funds required to support an adequate program. 
If the $31,381,220 request which the House Ap- 
propriations Committee has rejected is too 
small, the $10,000,000 figure, now being talked 
about, is not to be considered seriously. 

No one objects to much larger appropriations 
for battleships and other potential instruments 
of war. The purpose of the “Voice of America” 
broadcasts is to help keep the world at pence. 
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Teachers should wear the Tight clothes, says 
the School of Education of the College of the 
City of New York. Considering their salaries, 
we sincerely trust it is what they've got on. 
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To Curb the Pension Racket 


Missouri, with less than a third the popula- 
tion of New York, has over 3000 more old-age 
pensioners. As of next July, Missouri's old-age 
pension rolls will have increased more than 
one-fifth in two years, although this has been a 
time of prosperity. 

The reason, of course, is politics and lack of 
protection against impostors. Legal safeguards 
against frauds and pretenders are badly needed 
and fortunately the Legislature is moving to 
provide them. The Senate has passed and the 
House Ways and Means Committee has approved 
for passage a, bill which would give the needed 
protection. 

This bill would eliminate the present limita- 
tion on the value of property an old-age pen- 
sioner may own—which is often falsified any- 
way—and give the state a claim on the estate 
of the recipient up to the amount of pension 
payments, less a generous allowance for last 
sickness and burial. This would prevent public 
funds paid out for the needy aged from falling 
eventually into the hands of their heirs. 

New York has such a law, and that is one 
reason pensioners are so much fewer there, in 
spite of the much larger total population, than 
in Missouri. The House should pass this bill to 
discourage racketeering in old-age pensions, 
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India is planning to free its untouchables. No 
change is contemplated, meanwhile, in the status 
of American renters with children.

Our Inbred Foreign Policy 


| The Mirror 
~ of

Heightened responsibility for peace or death under Truman doc- 
trine is greater burden than State Department professionals can 
safely bear, observer argues; they are already loaded with routine 
business; proposes a planning advisory board of outside experts.

The Truman doctrine brings us up against 
a very sober fact. The State Department 
is flagrantly ill-equipped to prepare and ap- 
ply a world-wide policy. 

During the war Harry Hopkins once re- 
marked to me: “The hardest thing to find 
in Washington is a man in the upper ad- 
ministrative brackets who has time to think. 
People are so overworked here they simply 
have no time to develop new ideas. But 
what we need more than anything else is 
ideas.” 

This frenzied aftermath of the war has 
proved just as overtaxing to Washington 
officials. But now the United States is un- 
questionably the most powerful force in 
the world. Now we are directly and im- 
mediately concerned whether it’s Greece or 


China, Spain or Argentina, Egypt or Korea. 


Marshall Makes a Start 


The Truman doctrine frankly recognizes 
America’s inescapable involvement around 
the globe, If American foreign policies are 
not planned meticulously from now on, 
surely we shall be gambing recklessly with 
both our national welfare and our very 
lives. No “doctrine,” whatever its aims, 
can be an insurance policy in itself. 


Secretary Marshall has recognized this 
dangerous gap in the State Department. 
The Secretary proposes a 16-man board of 
“special thinkers” in the State Department. 
In that tradition-bound adjunct of govern- 
ment this is revolutionary in itself, 


The planning staff will be headed by 
George-F. Keenan, who is regarded as the 
outstanding authority on the Soviet Union 
in our diplomatic service. Charles Bohlen, 
the extremely able interpreter at all our 
conferences with Russia, will also be a 
member. Another will be Burton Berry, po- 
litical chief of the mission in Romania—an 
experienced diplomat who is exceptionally 
informed on Soviet policies in eastern Eu- 
rope. These three choices emphasize clear- 
ly how Soviet-American problems and rela- 
tions must take first priority in the pre- 
occupations of the planning staff—and that 
makes good sense. 


But over-all and long-term planning of 
American foreign policies will be painfully 
complicated, Can any 16 officials, however 
able and specialized, possibly be equipped 
to reach sound conclusions on an extraor- 
dinary mixture of political and economic 
matters in which 40 or 60 or more nations 
are involved, at one point or another? 


“Must Be Essentially Right” 


How final will the Planning Staff's rec- 
ommendations be? Would it not be pru- 
dent to have its recommendations studied 
and discussed by some other group of ex- 
perts—possibly in the presence of the Pres- 
ident and Secretary of State? 


In this connection a remarkably inter- 
esting suggestion was put forward by 
Charles Cheney Hyde, former Solicitor of 
the State Department and now president 
of the American Society of International 
Law. Mr. Hyde urges the creation of a 
body of “highly competent and trustworthy 
persons not connected with the Govern- 
ment and holding no office.” This group 
would advise the State Department on for- 
eign policy alternatives, 


Mr. Hyde maintains that such a body 
“would justify its existence if it merely 
pointed out dangers that had remained un- 


« 


seen or. unappreciated. The great point is 
that the United States must be essentially 
right in every step it takes in dealing with 
the outside world.” 


The\ Hyde proposal coincides closely with 
what some veteran observers of foreign 
policy have long believed we badly need. 
Such a group might be called a Citizens’ 
Foreign Affairs Council. 


Use Hughes, Stimson, Hull 


The problems and uncertainties of this 
postwar world are frighteningly great. 
Surely we cannot hope to meet them with 
a fair amount of success unless our Gov- 
ernment enlists and utilizes the very best 
of all available expert knowledge and the 
very best of our internationally- trained 
brain-power. 


We are still not using the vast experi- 
ence of such former Secretaries as Charles 
Evans Hughes, Henry Stimson and Cordell 
Hull. The health of at least two of these 
would permit them to serve as advisers. 


Our State Department is not regularly 
calling upon the remarkably precise fund 
of knowledge of Hamilton Fish Armstrong, 
the editor of “Foreign Affairs.” The same 
can be said of a dozen foremost historical 
and legal authorities, professors or authors 
—men of notably nonpartisan status. The 
same can be said of journalists or com- 
mentators of the stature of Walter Lipp- 
mann and Raymond Swing. 


Dangerous Diplomatic Monopoly 


The United States is not even beginning 
to enlist its best internationally-trained 
brains to plan peace. Many most notable 
former public servants and private citizens 
are excluded by the out-dated and extreme- 
ly shortsighted Washington conception that 
foreign policies must originate uniquely in 
the White House and the State Department. 


Experience has demonstrated overwhelm- 
ing ly that so long as policy-making is con- 
fined to “careerists” alone, only a handful 
of exceptional thinkers will contribute to 
it. In times like ours 16 brains, however 
able or brilliant, seem much too small and 
exclusive a handful. 


We all want safe and sound American 
policies, Through achieving them or 
through failing to do so we shall all sur- 
vive, or tens of millions of us shall perish. 


A FAST WORKER

Prof. James Burnham has the columnists 
agog over his new book, “The Struggle for 
the World.” His theme is that World War 
III is already on, and that Russia and 
America must fight to the death, 

The bellicose professor of philosophy is 
a fast worker. In his “Managerial Revo- 
lution,” published in 1941, Doc Burnham 
had eliminated Russia and fixed up a 
world of three powers—America, German- 
bossed Europe and Japan—all under the 
feudalistic role of industrial managers and 
engineers.

Between Book Ends 


Success on the Campus 


OWIGHT CRAIG, by Donald MacRae. (HH 

Mifflin Co., Boston.) 

Thisis the story of a “successful” man’ 
life—from his birth and boyhood in a sm 
prairie town, through his college years ane 
the beginning of. his career in teaching, 
the peak, in early middle age, as presiden 
of a large state university. The reader m 
feel that far too many pages are devo 
to Dwight Craig’s early life, but it is clearh 
the author’s intent to show that the fe 
and feelings of insecurity which bother E 
chief character’s youth are never unde 
stood by him and hence never overcom 
and make him the ruthless person he is. 


The last part of the book is satire of 
high order. After a year of high schoo 
teaching, Craig begins graduate work 
education and psychology at a state 
versity in the Middle West. He learns 
great deal from Dr. Arthur Lance, spec 
ist in administration and modern educ 
tional philosophy, who represents a n 
order of things in education: calcula 
machines used in his many research pro 
ects, filing cabinets, textbooks “written 
orally into the ear of a dictaphone 
transcribed by stenographers who kne 
something about syntax. Dr. Lance, with 
his two Scotties named Dewey and Watson 
—this was the very early 308, and John N. 
Watson was, in his way, as famous as John 
Dewey—is a real campus figure. 


* * * 


Craig finishes his work for the degree 
and is happy to take a teaching position 
with the university. Even though he does 
well for a time, his old feelings of inse- 
curity return, and he all but makes the fatal 
mistake of talking to the president about 
what he considered academic injustice. 
Only by the merest accident is he saved 
from disclosing his fears. “It was his last 
chance at ruin, and he missed it.” 


Another university in the West offers 
him a post, and his rise to the presidency 
there is inevitable. By the close of the 
book, Dr. Dwight Craig is a renowned edu- 
cator, author of the public school “Ameri- 
can Life” textbook series, member of the 
right educational associations and lodges, 
his eye cocked, perhaps, on the Governor's 
mansion or a Senator’s apartment in the 
Wardman Park. He has even won out over 
his fears, but winning has cost him what- 
ever of human feeling he had. ’ 

+ * * 


There are many satiric touches. Craig 
doctrine of “Dynamic Totalism,” for ex- 
ample, out of which he is able to get sev- 
eral articles and even his doctorate disser- 
tation, could be the doctrine we heard dis 
cussed at that last educational conference. 
At a party given by Dr. Lance for the 
members of his department, the conversa- 
tion is highly realistic and very funny. But 
the vacuity the guests do not conceal is a 
little saddening. 


Donald MacRae, who wrote this first 
novel on a Houghton Mifflin literary fel- 
lowship, should know the virtures and vices 
of teachers. His mother was principal of 
an Iowa high school. Since taking his Ph.D. 
at the State University of Iowa, he has 
devoted his time to teaching and writing. 
Now he is associate professor of literature 
at Reed College, Portland, Ore.

In many ways the primary con- 
test is as hot as the election cam- 
paign promises to be. The Demo- 
crat rated as likely to win is 
Smith Troy, the attorney-general 


of the state. Troy was re-elected 
attorney-general in 1944, while he 
was fighting in France with the 
famous Thirty-sixth division. He 
has gone all out for the Truman 
doctrine of aid to Greece and 
Turkey to confine Soviet expan- 
sionism. 

His Democratic opponent in the 
primary is Charles R. Savage, who 
represented the third district for 
one term until he was defeated 
by Norman. Savage, in his con- 
gressional career, was closely as- 
sociated with a congressman from 
a neighboring district, Hugh De 
Lacy. De Lacy was also defeated 
last fall, in a bitter contest in 
which he was charged with being 
a Communist fellow-traveler. 

In New World, his weekly pa- 
per, De Lacy announced recently, 
with a banner headline, that 
Savage was a follower of Henry 
Wallace and was opposed to the 
Greek-Turkish program. While 
Savage qualified this somewhat in 
an interview, as contrasted to 
Troy he is in opposition to the 
Truman proposal, Thus, thé com- 
ing Democratic primary should 
give some indication of opinion 
on this all-important issue. 

There is no such sharp division 
in the Republican primary. The 
candidates are Russell Mack, pub- 
Usher of a paper in Hoquiam, and 
State Senator Herbert Sieler. They 
are both in the regular Republi- 
can tradition 

When it comes to the choice be- 
tween a Republican and a Demo- 
cratic candidate, the Democrats 
will work hard to focus attention 
on the drastic cuts in congres- 
sional appropriations for public 
power, for reclamation and soil 
conservation. They will put the

An Ax Instead of Shears. 


Republican members of Con- 
gress from the Great Northwest 
are insisting that they wanted to 


prevent the cuts but were power- 
less to do so. The Democrats, how- 


ever, intend to make use of a 
record vote in the House which 
they take as a test of intention 
on restoring the money slashed 
out of the Department of the In- 
terior appropriation. On that vote, 
Representative Henry M. Jackson 
was the sole representative from 
Washington recorded for restor- 
ing the appropriation. Jackson is 
also Washington’s sole Democrat 
in the House to survive last year’s 
Republican sweep. 


The election in the Third Dis- 
trict should, therefore, furnish 
something of a test on the Re- 
publican economy program, While 
the Republicans from the North- 
west may seék to qualify their own 
stand, it is clear that the Republi- 
can Congress is following a def- 
inite pattern in -clipping each 
request that comes from the Ad- 
ministration. More often than not, 
this is done with an ax rather 
than a pair of shears. 


Popularity of Public Power. 


The Northwest is particularly 
vulnerable on the issue of appro- 
priations for public power and 
reclamation. The tradition of 
public power out there goes down 
to the grass roots of local granges 
and the trade unions. 

Senator Wayne Morse of Ore- 
gon, most articulate of the Re- 
publican liberals in the Senate, is 
leading a fight to restore the cuts 
in the appropriation to complete 
the Bonneville dam project. Morse 
says that the big new aluminum 
plants actually need more power 
than is now available. He is 
frank in saying it is an issue be- 
tween private power interests in 
the East and public power to de- 
velop the Great Northwest. 

The final vote on Bonneville 
and the other cuts will come be- 
fore June 7. They will be closely 
studied by the voters who must 
decide Washington's significant 
contest,

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CIVIC CHORUS A HIT 


Appears With Philharmonic 
as the Orchestra Closes 
Its Season.

The St. Louis Civic Chorus gave 
its first public performance last 


night at Kiel Auditorium in con- 
junction with the season’s final 
concert by the St. Louis Philhar- 
monic Orchestra. The concert was 
directed by Stanley Chapple and 
the results obtained from both the 
choral and the instrumental en- 
sembles served as a fitting cap- 
stoné for the constructive and 
stimulating work that Mr. Chap- 
ple has been doing all season with 
and for the.community. 

Values in music are always rela- 
tive to some sort of imagined ab- 
solute, and all that can be de- 
manded of any group is that it ex- 
tend itself to the outside limit of 
its possibilities, The proceedings 
of last evening gave every evi- 
dence that this was happening. 
The chorus produced an agreeable 
composite tone that accumulated 
power and authority as the pro- 
gram progressed. The orchestra 
played with a surprising precision 
in attacks and releases, was well 
focussed as to pitch most of the 
time, and communicated the ex- 
pressive elements of the music 
with a variety of shading that 
showed excellent discipline and a 
capacity for temperamental re- 
sponse. More power in the middle 
sections—violas and ’cellos—would 
have produced a better balance. 
Similarly, the chorus would have 
had a stronger thrust with more 
male singers. 

But, as it was, the effect was 
still impressive in at least three 
of the four numbers for chorus 
and orchestra and in the first or- 
chestral number, the “Set of Act 
Tunes and Dances” by Purcell. 
The concluding number, the “Coro- 
nation Scene” from Moussorgsky’s

Distinguished Service 


Citations to Five Indi- 


viduals and One Newspaper Are Based 
on Long Records of Performance. 


COLUMBIA, Mo., May 9 (AP)— 
Honor awards for distinguished 
service to journalism to five indi- 
viduals and to the San Francisco 
Chronicle were presented today as 
the principal feature of the con- 
cluding day of journalism week at 


the University of Missouri. 

Individual awards went to Har- 
old Vincent (Hal) Boyle, former 
war correspondent and now a fea- 
ture writer for the Associated 
Press; Joseph Pulitzer, editor of 
the St. Louis Post-Dispatch; F. M. 
Flynn, general manager of the 
New York Daily News; George 
Yates, photographic chief of the 
Des Moines Register-Tribune; and 
William L. Laurence, science edi- 
tor of the New York Times. Paul 
C. Smith accepted the award as 
editor and general manager of the 
San Francisco Chronicle. 

Dean Frank L, Mott, in present- 
ing the awards, read citations to 
the recipients and explained that 
the awards are based on records 
of performance over many years, 
rather than upon particular in- 
stances of journalistic brilliance. 

Dean Mott cited the San Fran- 
cisco newspaper for its illustrious 
history in which it was “disting- 
uished for advocacy of reforms, 
opposition to political corruption; 
and promotion of community im- 
provements,” adding that “its 
leadership today in classification 
of news by use of new techniques 
in makeup and its interpretative 
approach to the news through ed- 
iting and reporting and its devel- 
opment of an editorial page which 
is outstanding in both form and 
content” gained its recognition.

“William L. Laurence, in recog

| Counsel for Andrew W. Comstock, 
opposing the Missouri Pacific 
Railroad’s $16,000,000 claim against 
the New Orleans, Texas & Mexico 
Railroad, told the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals yester- 
day the Missouri Pacific had “un- 
loaded worthless claims against 
a helpless subsidiary.”

3 AZERBAIJAN SEPARATISTS 
REPORTED EXECUTED IN IRAN 


TEHRAN, May 9 (AP)—Three 
former members of the Azerbaijan 
separatist movement were re- 
ported. today to have been exe- 
cuted at Tabriz, capital of Azer- 
baijan province in northern Iran. 
Tabriz dispatches identified them 
as Maj. Sad Eq Ansari and Dada 
Tagqizadeh, members of the Azer- 
baijan Parliament during the war- 
time Russian occupation, and 
Haritoun Harapetian, described by 
the newspaper Ettalaat as “the 
butcher of Rizaiyeh.” 

Meanwhile, the Tehran radio 
reported that the people of Tabriz 
had demonstrated in front of 
the offices of the Azerbaijan Gov- 
ernor “against the arrival of im- 
migrants.” The immigrants were 
not identified; but previously the 
newspaper Teherani Mosavvar 
had reported that “floods of im- 
migrants from Soviet Russia are 
being rushed into this country by 
ships, trucks and even planes.” 

The Soviet Union also was ac- 
cused by the Iranian press of im- 
‘porting goods into Iran without 
payment of customs duties. The 
Soviet trade commissioner de- 
clined to comment.

T is a curious thing that just 
1 this time Congress should 

want to silence the State De- 
partment’s radio program, the 
Voice of America. Of course, I 
know that what has been done 
by the House may be changed by 
the Senate, However, the mem- 
bers of the House are supposed to 
represent the people of their dis- 
tricts, and it seems rather strange 
that they should believe that their 
constituents do not want the Voice 
of America to be heard through- 
out the world, 


I am quite willing to believe 
that the first broadcasts to Russia 
were not the best broadcasts ever 
made, This is a new venture. 


I have seen it said that one of 
the reasons for not supporting the 
continuance of the broadcasts is 
the fact that a book called “The 
Wallaces of Iowa” received some 
comment on the program. The 
State Department explains that 
this broadcast was written before 
Henry A. Wallace’s trip to Eu- 
rope, As a matter of fact, it would 
be a strange thing if our books, 
as they came out, were not men- 
tioned. And if a book about as 
important a family as the Wal- 
laces had not been mentioned, 
whoever was doing the book re- 
views for the program should cer- 
tainly have been censured. 


I can remember a Secretary 
Wallace in the Cabinet many 
years ago who was a Republican. 
That was Henry A. Wallace’s 
father. And I can also remember 
a number of rather important ex- 
periments made by the present 
Mr. Wallace for the benefit of the 
farmer, The story of the family 
makes interesting reading. They 
are a typical American family 
which has contributed to the 
growth of the country. Surely a 
review of a book about them 
should be no valid reason for 
silencing America’s voice on the 
air at this time.

One grows to feel that our rep- 
resentatives in Congress are will- 
ing to give money for military op- 
position to Communism, but are 


not willing to give to the 
spread of intellectual erstand- 
ing of democracy. Yet, if we do 
not want to see our sons go off 
to war again, we must spread the 
understanding of the value of our 
way of life and of our type of 
government. 

There is bound to be some criti- 
cism of us throughout the. world, 
since both our constitution and 
our bill of rights enunciate certain 
principles which we have never 
been quite able to live up to in 
practice, But if we stop talking 
to the rest of the world, we can- 
not even tell them what our 
achievements have been, nor can 
we explain the reasons for the 
positions we take.

Is Discussed 
By Erich Brandeis 


Y reading the newspapers and 
B magazines and listening to 

the radio I have just about 
come to the conclusion that fam- 
ily life in these modern days 
has become a matter of psychiatry 
rather than of love and common 
sense, 

Almost every day some scien- 
tist delivers a pompous edict 
about the psychiatric relationship 
between parents and their chil- 
dren, about psychiatric rules and 
formulae of behavior and, in plain 
English, these scientists seem to 
be under the impression that the 
whole country has gone nuts. 

For instance, here is a fellow 
who says that the traditional view 
that the bringing-up of children 
is the mother’s job has been 
“blasted all to pieces by the find- 
ings of psychiatry.” 

Dad, he says, has a much great- 
er duty than just “bringing home 
the bacon,” and that he must do 
much more than just being the 
provider, I am not going into 
any further details about this par- 
ticular pronunciamento by the 
learned consultant. 

I am just going to tell you a 
little bit about my own childhood,

MY MOTHER naturally attend- 
ed to the things that every mother 
is supposed to do. 

She nursed me when I was a 
baby, she told me all about the 
birds and the bees and she saw 
to it that I grew up into nörmal 
boyhood.

West opened the diamond ten, 
which declarer won in his own 
hand. A low trump was then led 
to dummy’s ace, and on a trump 
return, East following with the 
ten, declarer went into a long 
huddle over whether to finesse. 
Finally, he chose to lay down the 
club king. To his disappointment, 
the queen did not drop, and when 
the three rounds of hearts which 
followed disclosed that East could 
stop the fourth round, declarer 
felt that Fate had treated him 
badly. A spade had to be con- 
ceded, for the slam's defeat, 


Whether or not declarer should 
have finessed for the queen of 
clubs ig a close point. The finesse 
might well have succeeded where 
every other plan would fail. But 
on South’s actual play of the ace 
and king of trumps the slam still 
was there on consistent handling. 
South should have seen that there 
was a good chance that hearts 
would not break, and that he 
would find no place for the dis- 
card of his losing spade.

Asparagus Loaf 

Two tablespoons butter or mar- 
garine, one cup asparagus tips, 
cooked, four eggs, well beaten, one 
bunch of asparagus, cooked, one 
cup cream, one-half cup diced 
cooked chicken, one teaspoon salt, 
fresh-ground black pepper. 

Melt butter or margarine. Add 
salt, pepper and cream and bring 
to a boil. Add chicken, asparagus 
tips, and well-beaten eggs. Cook, 
stirring constantly, until mixture 
thickens. Line a _ well-butteréd 
mold with cooked asparagus stalks 
and pour in cream mixture, Cover 
mold and place in a pan contain- 
ing hot water about an inch deep. 
Poach in 350 degrees oven until 
firm. Serve with cream sauce or 
Hollandaise sauce. 
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HEN you bake a fish loaf, 
just what do you want to be 
able to do with it as you get 
it ready for serving? Do you wish 


to slice it hot in the loaf pan and 


lift whole, hot slices out to be ar- 
ranged on the hot platter for 
serving? Or do you prefer to in- 
vert the loaf onto the platter nice 
and whole with bottom up and 
slice and serve it at the table? Or 
do you think the only way to 
serve the loaf is to turn it out bot- 
tom side up and then invert it 
right side up on the platter? 

You need to decide on what you 
require in a loaf and then see to 
it that the recipe is in tune with 

your goal. A loaf that can be 
sliced in the pan and will yield 
slices that will lift out whole must 

ocntain plenty of “sticking to- 
gether” kinds of ingredients such 
as bread crumbs and eggs. If the 
baking is done in an ovenware 
glass the crust will be 
heavier an sturdier due to a tem- 
perature that is higher than if a 
metal pan were used, and glass 

oduces a loaf smoother on the 

ttom and it unmolds onto the 
platter easily. 

This kind of a loaf can be more 
delicate or contain fewer crumbs. 
If the top side of the loaf must 
be on top when on the platter, it 
must be handled more and must 
contain more crumbs to give it 
the extra stability required. A 
loaf. left in the baking pan, no 
matter how sturdy, should not be 
sliced at the table because the 
slicing and removal of the slices. 
is too awkward to be practical.
